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Want Dog for Christmas? 


Many Kinds at County Pound 


By VIRGINIA HURRAY 


What kind of dog would you 


like for Christmas? 


Big hound type? Small cuddly 


kind Long haired Homely but 
winsome One 
with 
perpetually 
drooped ears An alert cur whose 
ears strain heavenward 
at 
the 
slightest noise 


Whatever kind of dog you pre­ 
fer is probably to be found at the 
Columbiana County dog pound in 
Lisbon. And he or she may be 
available for adoption. 


Russell J. Reichenbach of North 
Georgetown, county dog warden 
for 14 years, estimates that he 
and his deputy, Harold McCall of 
Rogers, pick up an average of 40 
to 50 strays a week. Reichenoach, 
driving his brown sedan with an 
especially equipped 
trunk, 
and 
McCall, using a green p i c k t p 
truck, take the nomadic canines 
to Lisbon where a special build­ 
ing was constructed this year. 


SOME OF THE ANIMALS re­ 
veal signs of having known better 
days, affection, and good train­ 
ing. As for other strays brought 
to the pound, some never had it 
so good. 


The new building is warm these 
winter days. (Formerly the dogs 
were fated to boxes in an 
un­ 
heated barn.) Wired pens 
a r e 
kept clean 4 y a young inmate of 
the County Home. 


The state law requires that the 
dogs brought to the pound must 
be kept there a minimum of 72 
hours before the animals are let 
out for adoption or otherwise dis­ 
posed of. After a week or so, 
some of the animals are claimed 
for use in pharmaceutical labora­ 
tories. 


“Unfortunately,” relate« Reich­ 
enbach, ‘“only a very small per­ 
centage of the animals are 
re­ 
deemed by their owners before 
the end of the three-day period.” 
Reichenbach declares that much 
grief to dog woners and the pets 
themselves would be spared 
if 
owners saw to it that the animals 
wore their licenses. 


“ THAT WAY, THE HOME of a 


picked-up dog 
could be traced 
readily, and the dog would 
not 
need to go to the pound. But all 
too often the license is tucked aw­ 
ay in the dog owner’s desk draw­ 
er or cupboard, and is of no help 
whatever to the dog.” 


The dog warden is proud of the 
fact that Columbiana C o u n t y , 
which this year issued 16,700 dog 
tags, more per capita than any 
other county in Ohio, has one of 
the lowest amounts of claims for 
destruction to sheep and chickens 
by wandering dogs. 


To acquire a dog at the pound, 
a person need only make a selec­ 
tion, show that a $1 license has 
been purchased, a pay a 
fee 
for the dog’s few days of board 
at the pound. The animal won’t 
have been there 
more 
than a 
week probably. 
“For $5, you can get a mighty 
fine dog,” says Reichenbach. 


Motorists Warned By 


Patrol on Yule Driving 


COLUMBUS Ohio (A P)-Fifty- 
two people don't have to meet 
death on the road as predicted 
for the Christmas and New Year’s 
holiday periods combined, 
says 
Col. Scott B. Radcliffe, Ohio High­ 
way Patrol superintendent. 


He’s telling motorists the High­ 
way Patrol will make every ef­ 
fort to see the toll doesn’t reach 
expectations. But he warns that 
it’s mostly up to drivers them­ 
selves.

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Politicians And Fiscal Policy 


All U.S. taxpayers owe it to themselves— 
along with a plus -300 billion debt—to try 
to understand what President Kennedy told 
the Economic Club of New Yor^ City last 
week. 


This had been billed as a policy per­ 
formance. 
A few days before, Sen. Byrd and Rep. 
Mills, the two best known money conserva­ 
tives in Congress, had blasted the 
idea 
that federal taxes could be cut without cor­ 
responding cuts in federal spending. 
They 
had 
taken 
a 
stand-pat position 
against deficit financing. More than that, 
they had come out in opposition to the new­ 
est wrinkle in deficit financing, which is 
the Kennedy administraton s theory that 
the only way to keep from going deeper 
in debt when outgo is running ahead of 
income is to cut income. 


According to this theory, if the federal 
government eases off on taxes the effect 
will be so stimulating that corporations and 
individuals will hit a new pace in spend­ 
ing and thereby dish up more revenue at 
lower rates than they formerly dished up at 
higher rates. 


THE THEORY is interesting. It might 
work. But it completely ignores a prime fac­ 
tor in the confidence that underlies sound 
financial operation. 


There 
iust be firm belief in the fiscal 
aense of what is being done and the in­ 
tegrity of the people who are doing it. 
Absence of firm belief in the soundness of 
New Deal spending in the '30s and in the 
good sense of the people who advocated 
spending America into prosperity stymied 
the program. 
The economy was still limping sideways 
when die outbreak of Worid War II set off 


a boom that wiped out popular memory of 
the spending theory’s dismal failure. 
When President Kennedy points now to 
evidence that the economy isn’t growing fast 
enough and needs a tax cut to give it a 
shot in the arm, he is going back to the 
same Keynesian philosophy — spending the 
nation into prosperity. 
It works fine on paper, 
But confidence in the dollar and in the 
judgment of public officials who agitate for 
one fiscal policy as against another policy is 
not a paper proposition. 


IT MUST be worked out in the minds and 
hearts of the people. They must believe in 
their government’s ability to stay off tha 
“rocks of a loose fiscal policy,*’ as Franklin 
D. Roosevelt expressed it before he, too, 
was converted to Keynesianism. 
The U.S. government must be able to 
command the confidence of hard-headed fis­ 
cal experts in other governments, lest it 
stir up a “ flight from' the dollar.” 
There must be solid assurance of future 
soundness to go with temporary stimulant. 
The sen» of the matter must be given 
equal weight with expediency. 
Tax-cutting has powerful political appeal. 
It does not have strong financial appeal. 
Budget-trimming has no political appeal at 
all; politicians want to spend money, not 
save it. They do not think like accountants 
but like candidates. 
This is the dilemma President Kennedy is 
writhing in—whether to think and talk like a 
politician, or an accountant. 
Until and unless he commits his adminis­ 
tration to a reduction in spending to accom­ 
pany a reduction in tax rates, he will be 
thinking and talking like a politician. 
. 
He was a politician when he talked to the 
Economic Chib. 


If Russia Had the Skybolt 


With Sens. Symington and Russell making 


ominous sounds about what may happen if 


the Defense Department ends its Skybolt mis­ 


sile program. Secretary McNamara must 


feel as if wild Indians were closing in on 
the stockade. 


British spokesmen have rumbled 
about 
pulling out of the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization if Skybolt is cancelled, because it 
would leave the United Kingdom with no nu­ 
d e « : weapon. Britain was oounting on us­ 


ing SkyboK missiles on its Vulcan bombers. 


When senators like Symington and Russell, 
the latter as chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services committee, the former as a some­ 


time military “expert," with a deep loyalty 
to the Air Force, talk about what they will 
do if Skybolt ie cancelled, it looks as if 
Secretary McNamara overmatched himself. 


If Russia had this problem, it would be 
handled differently. 


A Skybolt missile would be carted through 


Red Square, with ks name painted on the 
side. Photographers would take pictures erf 
it, and the pictures would be studied close­ 
ly by U.S. military experts. 
Stories would be planted about Skybolt’* 
performance — how many times it whizzed 
flawlessly to the bullseye and its potential­ 
ities of nuclear destruction. There would be 
blurred photographs purportedly smuggled 
out of Russia in 5-pound tins of caviar show­ 
ing Skybolt about to zero in on New York 
City. 
This would scare the United States out ot 
$5 bthion. By the time some no*ey news­ 
hawk learned what Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy hadn’t found out — that Russia never 
had more than a mockup of a Skybolt — it 
would be too late. The United States would 
have an antimissile, of no use for anything 
but shooting down nonexistent Russian Sky- 
bolts. And U.S. taxpayers would have spent 
another 55 billion they don’t have to protect 
themselves from a danger that never ma­ 
terialized. 


Expense Accounts For Taxpayers 


Congressmen who live lavishly on foreign 
junkets at taxpayers’ expense need not ac­ 
count in detail for their expenditures. 
Who is there to audit them? Certainly not 
the General Accounting Office, which is a 
country of origin. 
That would be like putting crows in charge 
of guarding the com. 
Thus, when congressmen travel abroad, as 
many of them are prone to do, they go in 
style and they live in style. 
Embassies dish out foreign money to them 
freely. These “counterpart funds” are in re­ 
payment for various types of foreign aid 
and the currency can be spent only in the 
country oi irigin. 
Some congressmen find it possible to hide 
all manner of extravegant expenditures, and

What the President said over 
television and radio on the three 
major networks on Monday night 
was not refuted before the big 
audience and only one side of the 
story wJs given to the American 
people. 


HERE, IN FULL text, is what 
Mr. Kennedy said about the steel 
dispute; 
“Though I don’t like to rake 
over old fires, I think it would 
have been a serious situation if I

had not attempted, with all my in­ 
fluence, to try to get a rollback 
(of prices) because there was an 
issue of good faith involved. The 
steel union had accepted the most 
limited settlement that they had 
had since the end of the second 
war.

They did 
it in part, 1 think, because I s*'d 
that we could not afford anoth­ 
er 
inflationary 
spiral, 
that 
it 
would affect our competitive posi­ 
tion abroad. So they signed up. 
And then when their last contract 
was signed, which was the Friday 
or Saturday before, then steel put 
its prices up immediately. 
"It seemed to me that the ques­ 
tion of good faith was involved, 
after asking the unions to accept 
the noninflationary settlement, if 
I had not attempted to use my in­ 
fluence to have the companies 
hold their prices stable, I think 
the unions could have 
rightly 
felt that they had been misled. 
“In my opinion, it would have 
endangered the whole bargaining 
between labor and management, 
would have made it impossible for 
us to exert any influence from 
the public point of view in the 
future on these great labor-man- 
agement disputes which do af­ 
fect the public interest. So I have 
no regrets. The fact is, we were 
successful. 
“Now, supposing we had tried 
and made a speech about it and 
then failed. I would have thought 
that would have been an awful 
setback to the office of the presi­ 
dency. Now. I just think that, 
looking back on it, I would not 
change it at all. There’s no sense 
in raising hell, and then not being 
successful. There’s no sense in 
putting the office of the presiden­ 
cy on the line on an issue and 
then being defeated. 
“Now, an unfortunate repercus­ 
sion of that was the strong feel­ 
ing that the government might 
interfere in a good many labor- 
management matters, or that it 
migh interfere in the whole ques­ 
tion of the free-enterprise sys­ 
tem.

I asked why he had 
returned. To publish a little pa­ 
per, he said. For whom, I asked. 
For some 30,000. Jewish folk to 
whom Germany once had been a 
home. They, too, had returned. 
The next morning I visited an­ 
other who had come back. 
I met him in the dramatically 
modem new building of the DGB 
(Deutscher Gewerkschaftsbund). 
This is the German Trade Un­ 
ion Federation. The man I saw 
that morning was a handsome, 
witty, easy-to-talk-with intellectu­ 
al, Ludwig Rosenberg. 


HE WAS CHAIRMAN, then of 
the DEP department of 
Eco­ 
nomic Policy. Over the y’ears the 
interview with Ludwig Rosenberg 
blended with the fading memo­ 
ries of a thousand stories across 
the world. 
But here in Geneva some labor 
people mentioned him. I inquired 
of his activities. The news of 
him was surprising and good. 
Ludwig Rosenberg, 
son 
of 
a 
Jewish merchant, once a refugee 
from 
Hitler’s Gestapo, director 
during the war of a London-head­ 
quartered underground operation, 
has just been elected president 
of the DGB. This is a powerful 
labor federation. It has fVi mil­ 
lion members. 
What is most surprising is that 
Mr. Rosenberg was chosen at the 
DGB triennial convention in Han­ 
over by 373 out of 411 votes. This 
is the greatest majority ever cast 
for a DGB president. 


STILL MORE surprising is the 
fact that Mr. Rosenberg has no 
real trade union power base inside 
the DGB. His predecessor. Willi 
Richter, 
for 
example, 
had 
a 
strong following in Frankfurt be­ 
fore and after Hitler. But Mr. Ros­ 
enberg comes from a small office 
workers union. In fact, he has 
spent many of his years work­ 
ing for the DGB national head­ 
quarters itself. 
During those years, under the 
guidance of Rosenberg and others 
in the DGB leadership, the labor 
federation abandoned the class 
struggle, junked its Socialist phil­ 
osophy and became a strong re­ 


form movement. 
Rosenberg, himself, is not a So­ 
cialist. Liken his beliefs rather to 
the social welfare policies of some 
of the Scandnavian nations. 


THROUGHOUT 
the 
format ve 
period of the post-Hitler era, the 
DGB showed great responsibil­ 
ity. For year 
it dispatched let­ 
ters to its affiliated unions urging 
than to be circumspect in their 
demands on the burgeoning Ger­ 
man industries. For years the eco­ 
nomic policy of the DBG was to 
avBid bargaining German indus­ 
trialism and the government into 
inflation. 


When the DBG had national 
conventions, the fraternal dele­ 
gates from other European labor 
movements assailed it for not 
calling more strikes, or making 
heavier 
demands 
on 
the 
em­ 
ployers. But the DGB was deter­ 
mined to keep its home country 
competitive. And it did. Now with 
Germany in fantastic prosperity, 
the workng people will get more 
and more. 
All this is not meant to insinu­ 
ate that West Germany is a para­ 
dise. But some of those who have 
returned, have returned to lead­ 


ership. And look across the Ber­ 
lin Wall. Look into the East Ger­ 
man government. There in the 
Soviet zone, you will find at least 
500 men who were high indeed 
in Hitler’s cadres and who are 
East German Communist govern­ 
ment leaders today. 


THERE ARE among the 500 
such men as Willi Stoph, now 
Communist deputy prime minis­ 
ter of East Germany. During the 
Nazi days, he wrote glowingly of 
the Reichwehr in which he served. 
There is Dr. Herbert Kroger, 
now director of Walter Ulbricht’s 
Academy for Political and Legal 
Sciences in Babelsberg. Dr. Kro­ 
ger served under Heinrich Himm- 
ler as a Nazi state judge. He de­ 


creed the expropriation of the 
property of anti-Nazis in Wriezen. 
He was a Nazi judge too in 
Frankfurt. Berlin, and Neustadt. 
There is former Nazi SS. Lt. 
Col. Kurt Lange. He now is on 
the staff of the ministry of state 
security 
— 
the 
secret 
police 
which he helped set up for the 
Communists. 


It is a narrow wall which slices 
Berlin. But the worlds on either 
side are far apart.

WHAT ARE the facts0 The Pres­ 
ident didn’t give all of them. He 
didn’t tell his audience that Rog­ 
er Blough, head of the U.S. Steel 
Corp., did reveal in a published 
interview as early as Feb. 26 that 
there would have to be a price 
rise. Mr. Kennedy also didn t men­ 
tion that the steel companies had 
granted wage increases for three 
years without an increase in their 
own prices. 
The President argues that he 
was troubled by a 
question of 
good faith.” But "good faith with 
whom? 
He explains that he had per­ 
suaded the steel unions to accept 
a 
"noninflationary 
settlement.” 
What did his promises to the la­ 
bor unions have to do with the 
conditions faced by the compan­ 
ies, which were already in a 
“ profit squeeze” due to three

prices? 
So the President admits that, 
in order to please the unions, he 
used pressure to keep the steel 
companies from setting their own 
prices, though he had no author­ 
ity under law to do so. As a 
consequence, steel production fell 
off and profits declined. 
JUST THREE weeks ago — on 
Dec. 3 — Joseph L. Block, chair­ 
man of Inland Steel Co., which 
refused to go along" with the price 
increase announced by U.S. Steel 
and other companies, made a 
speech at Harvard University in 
which he 
reviewed what hap­ 
pened last April. He said: 
“ Like 
many 
others, 
I 
wrf 
shocked by the threatened use d 
coercive power in this situation, 
and fervently hope it will not 
happen again. . . . 
“The storm of public opposition 
to some of the methods used by 
the government to thwart the 
price increase may have — and I 
hope did — impressed govern­ 
mental officials that these meth­ 
ods are not consistent with the 
concept of a free economy and 
should not be employed again.” 
But Mr. Kennedy now says: 
“1 have no regrets. . . . I just 
think that, looking back on it, I 
would not change it at ail. There’s 
no sense in raising hell, and then 
not being successful.” 
These are disquieting words 
from a president of the United 
States in a nationwide radio and 
television statement to the Amer­ 
ican people, and particularly to 
the businessmen who have been 
trying to regain the confidence 
so necessary in planning for the 
future of the America economy.

Dominican Republic

SANTO DOMINGO. Dominican 
Republic (AP)—Dominicans voted 
today in their first free general 
elections in 38 years.

nistic. 
Bosch dropped demands 
for a postponement of the elect ion 
when the charge was withdrawn. 
The voters «iso balloted for a 
vice president, a Congress of 74 
deputies and 26 
senators,

local and city officials. 
The Congress will draft a new 
constitution. 
Freed of dictatorship by the 
assassination of Rafael Trujillo in 
May 1961, 800,000 to 1,000,000 Do­ 
minicans, from 18 years up were 
eligible to vote.

specifically from Type III viruses, 
one of the triumvirate of polio 
virus types.

to effective treatment centers. 
Mntal illness begins or is ag­ 
gravated in the home, the school, 
on the job, in many situations. 
Life can bigin going sour in hun­ 
dreds of ways—for trie woman 
feeling useless after her children 
leave home, the man failing of 
his dreams, the child feeling in­ 
adequate to parental expectations 
and demands. 


Community leaders could be- 
come a small army of men and 
women 
giving counsel to help 
solve emotional problems. 


Some already know intuitively 
how to advise 
the emotionally 
troubled, says Dr. Joseph Satten, 
director of the Menninger Founda­ 
tion's 
social psy chiatry 
depart­ 
ment, stressing research on pre­ 
vention. 


Others can be given a 
un­ 
derstanding oi some 
scientific 
priciples, the ABC with which to 
recognize problems, to counsel 
people, to prevent situations from 
becoming worse, to suggest help­ 
ful courses of action in 
a useful 
way. 


What happens to people at work 
can powerfully influence mental 
health, explains Dr. Harry Levin­ 
son. So, since 1956, top business 
executives have been coming to 
the foundation for special week- 
long seminars to 
“learn 
what 
makes people tick.” 
Why does a top salesman fail 
as a desk-bound executive? Why 
do seemingly successful men turn 
to alcoholism, or threaten suicide?

NEW YORK (AP) 
to 14 ,000 new long-play ing phono­ 
graph recordings are tu rned ou t 
each y ear in America. 
“Bu t only abou t 500 make any 
real money ,” said Enoch Light, 
the mu sical millionaire. 
Light is managing director of 
one of 4 ,000 firms fighting in an 
ov ercrowded field for the priv i­ 
lege of reaching the American 
ear—and the American pocket- 
book. 
A placid-looking, pipe-smoking 
man of middle age, Light has led 
a spectacu lar roller-coaster ca­ 
reer in a bu siness in which the 
u nofficial slogan is: “Hold on to 
y ou r hat at all times.” 
At 19 he left college to become 
the pit condu ctor for a Broadway 
show in 1926. 
By 194 0 he had become known 
as the “Ambassador of Jazz” in 
Eu rope, and he was leader of one 
of the big bands. 
Then he was inv olv ed in an au ­ 
tomobile accident that laid him 
u p for a y ear and a half. 
“When I finally recov ered I 
fou nd that the parade had passed 
me by . The hey day of the big 
bands was drawing to a close, and 
I realized I had to try something 
new.” 
Enoch entered the recording 
field and learned the bu siness 
from the grou nd u p. 
There followed 10 lean, ardu ou s 
y ears, then in 1954 Light fou nded 
his own firm, and in 1959 sold it 
for more than $2 million to ABC- 
Paramou nt, which retained him 
as directing head. 
“It’s all pretty crazy , isn’t it?” 
he asked q u ietly , pu ffing on his 
pipe. 
After my accident came the 


time I was 35 u ntil I was 44 I 
was in danger of starv ing. 
“Then, in another fiv e y ears or 
so, I was 
a millionaire. It is 
crazy ! 
“Bu t once y ou go throu gh a bad 
period in life y ou nev er get ov er 
the fear. Today I still can’t bear 
to waste money or food.” 
Light now feels his y ears of or­ 
deal were well worth all the per­ 
sonal hardship he endu red. 
They ^au ght me to work hard 
and to respect work,” he said. 
"Su ccess isn’t a matter of be­ 
ing cu te or clev er. It’s a matter 
of worry , integrity , responsibility 
and doing y ou r v ery best. It 
sou nds corny , bu t it’s tru e. 
“The only secret lies in believ ­ 
ing in what y ou are try ing to do, 
and then pu tting more time and 
effort into doing it than the other 
fellow does.”
